Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
examiner has reviewed the prior art in light of applicant's claimed invention and 
finds that the claims define over the prior art. The prior art does not disclose or 
suggest inter alia the limitations of a laser comprising: an optical cavity resonator 
having first and second reflectors and an active region interposed between said 
reflectors; characterized in that the second reflector comprises a resonant optical 
reflector (ROR) that includes an optical gain medium.
